German armistice commissioners sign- 
ed an agreement for a renewal of the 
armistice between the allies and Ger- 
many yesterday. 
The armistice is .extended for one 


month and the extension will be re- 
newed thereafter until the conclusion 
of peace, subject to the approval of 
the allied government. In addition to 
the principal terras there is a claus* 
by which the allied command reserves 
the right to occupy that part of the 
Strassburg defenses comprised by the 
i'orts of the eastern bank o'S the Rhine 
and a strip of territory from three to 
six miles beyond. 
Other clauses provide for the sub- 
stitution for supplementary, railroad 
material fixed at five hundred locomo- 
tives and nineteen hundred cars for the 
protocol o? December 
17, by large 
quantities of industrial and agricul- 
tural implements and give control of 
Russian prisoners in Germany to allied 
and associated delegates for repatria- 
tion. 
German headquarters at Berlin 


•will act in collaboration -with the allied 
and associated relief organizations in 
this phase of the work. 
The naval clauses provide that all 
submarines must be turned over, in- 
cluding all submarine cruisers, mine 
layers, sweepers, salvage ships and 
floating docks tor submarines. 
They 
also stipulate that the building of all 
submarines must cease and those on 
the docks must be dismantled or de- 
stroyed under allied supervision. 
Germany undertakes to turn over all 


allied ships still detained in German 
ports. The clause providing that Ger- 
man shall place her mercantile mar- 
ine at the disposal of the allies in re- 
turn for food supplies, says that the 
agreement in no way affects the final 
disposal of those ships.

Last Fall, 
In late October, I did 


something 1 have wanted to do%for a 
long time.' I made a lengthy trip on 
the Illinois, River, journeying leisure- 
like, along, bagging a few ducks on the 
way. 
I started at Morris, ten miles 


below the junction 
of the Kankakee 


and Des Plaines, arid-ended my trip at 
Liverpool, ISO miles down the river, 
rowing the entire distance ,alone, ex- 
cept going through Peoria Lake. 
I 


thus combined the pleasures of both 
travel and hunting, 
i 
fully 
realize 
that many hunters would not attempt 
this. 
TheyHhlnk it is too far to row 


a boat, especially on a river so large as 
the Illinois. 
It is true there is a big 


expanse of water at some points and 
you are 
liable "to 
encounter severe 


storms at this season oO the year. The 
journey took me five days and a half, 
facing'a head wind three days. 
Row- 


ing, swimming and shooting are my 
favorite sports, so why fear a little 
work with the oars? 
I had a boat 


which, is my idea of any easy-rTowirtg- 
boat.

what a grood boat should.be, just as 
some of. them 
do. not know 
how a. 


flock of decoys should be placed.

good boat !sr. half the battle in hunting, 
yet some hunters -never realize it.- 


The total length of the river until it

mately 300 miles, and I traversed two- 
thirds of the distance. 
I.traveled light, Indian fashion, and 


aione. 
You know what Kipling says: 
Down to Gehenna,

"He travels the fastest, 
Who travels alone. 


My equipment was a boat that I 


had used for, three years, and was not 
afraid to buck any stretch of rwater in: 
a gun, and one small grip containing .a 
few boxes of shells and some warm 
articles of clothing to use in case of 
necessity. • No decoys, as 1 did not in- 
tencl to do any dec'oy-'shooting dn the 
way, rf.nd knew I could rent decoys at 
Liverpool. 
When I started out I expected to 


stop at a hotel each nig-ht at a town 


on the river. 
I 50*011 found this was 


Impracticable. 
I slept in a stack of 


timothy hay'the first night. Darkness 
•would often overtake me several miles 
from the nearest town. At Henry only 
I remained' over night at a hotel. 
I 


g-enerally stopped at cabin boats on 
the river with hunters and fishermen. 
I enjoyed doing, this. 
A sort of Don 


Quixote .of the river,, seeking adven- 
tures on the way. 
It was a beautiful 
day 
when I 
started and I bagged my first duck at 
SugaT Island, a pair of mallards near 
tho upper end, and further along a 
third one. 
I missed one shot at a 


pair. '(I use a double gun.' No pump 
for me.) 
Sugar Island is one of the finest 
Islands on the river. It Is^high g-rounH, 
never affected by overflows, and there 
is always game 
of 
different kinds 


there. 
There' had been a severe storm a 


few days earlier, 
driving 
the -birds 


down from thd North, and there were 
a number of nice flocks of mallards 
along every 
little ways, 
and a few 


bluebills. 
. 
I here explain that on the lower 


river the ducks do not (except some- 
times bluebills or other- deep-water 
ducks) frequent the main channel of 
the river at all, and often do not fol- 
ow its course except generally when 
flying. " On ..the upper river they fre- 
quent the main channel, mallards and 
'all other varieties more or less..

That night, at the end of my first 


day's journey, while renting in a hay 
stack lip 
on the 
river bank 
in the 


moonlight at a deserted farmhouse. I 
was delighted with my 
experiences 


during- the day. 1 had enjoyed myself 
ar.d had ten 
d.ucks.—eight 
mallards 


and two bluebills. 
There was a stiff 
breeze blowing up 'the rivcir, and night 
overtook me three miles from Mar- 
seilles, hence the hay stack.
